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Aid office eases 
financial strain

McGill’s financial Aid office 
can now provide university 
funds to help certain students 
whose loans have been slowed 
dow'n by a strike of the civil 
servants who process them 

Students who have received 
loans In the past can expect a 
portion of their loans almost 
Immediately. 

Those applying for financial 
help for the first time must 
appear for an Interview at the 
aid office to assess their 
eligibility for government aid. 

Commented Judy Stymest of 
the financial aid office; "The' 
money Is not an emergency 
fund. This .Is a temporary 
system for students affected by 
the strike. 

"We will still have to deal 
with the students on an In- 
dividual basis as to how much 
money they will receive."

The Quebec government 
yesterday asked universitlés to 
make funds available ^to 
compensate for a portion 'of 
this. Official forms were sent 
out to aid In the process. 

Stymest, however, feeb that 
the temporary arrangements 
will turn Into a paper chase: “If 
the strike goes on for a long 
time we will have students 
coming In all the time asking 
for another portion of their 
loan. 

"We have about 2500 
students on some form . of 
government aid from Quebec."

Physicists explode

An incident .between two 
professors in the Rutherford 
Physics Buiiding sent 
Professor A.P. Contorougis to 
the Royai Victoria Hospitai last 
Wednesday. Contorougis was 
escorted to the hospital for 
treatment of unspecified In- 
juries after campus sepurlty 
received a report of an "event". 

In an interview with the Dally 
yesterday, A.J. Rostaing, the 
Superintendant of Campus 
Services said Contorougis' 
Injury was minor. Rostaing 
would not comment on whether 
the injury was the result of a 
fight. He said he was per- 
sonally surprised by the in- 
cident because he didn’t 
"expect this sort of thing from 



scientists. Maybe from English 
or Sociology professors, but 
not from scientists." 

Physics Dept. Chairperson 
Nicholas De Tackassey also 
refused to comment on the 
Incident. When asked by the 
Daily if Contorougis' Injury was 
the result of an assault by 
another faculty member, he 
replied, "I’m not denying 
anything about this affair 
taking place.” Ho then 
suggested that the Dally 
Contact Vice-Principal (Ad- 
ministration) Leo Yaffe, who he 
said was "conducting an In- 
vestigation Into the matter." 

When contacted by the Daily, 
Yaffe refused to comment on 
the incident.

A recently formed Students’ 
Society referendum committee 
has been given the mandate to 
"inform the McGill population 
of the Quebec referendum and 
promote debate on those 
Issues." 

The committee, organized by 
vp external 3enolt Laurin, is not 
expected to take a side In the 
upcoming referendum cam- 
paign. 

Committee co-ordInator Paul 
Smith said the goal of the 
group "Is to provde a forum for 
rational debate and get 
students on ' both sides 
(federalists as well as 
sovereignists) involved.” 

In an interview with The 
Dally, Smith said the com-- 
mittee will sponsor speeches, 
meetings, conferences and 
seminars. 

"Letters wijl be sent to' 
people like Pierre Trudeau, Joe 
Clailt, Rene Levesque, Claude 
Ryan, Pierre Boufgault, Claude 
Morin and Daniel Latouche. We 
are hoping to have some of 
them at McGill to raise the 
Interest of the students.” 

McGill has an Important rote 
to perform In the forthcoming 
debate, said Smith. 

"Because of McGill’s unique 
position In Quebec, being an 
anglophone university and 
having an International 
reputation of rationality. It 
would be nice to be recognized 
to have the most fruitful 



discussions and ' the most . 
complete forum.’’. 

Although the committee is 
free to take the initiative its 
mandate says that It must 
report to the vp external, said 
Smith. 

"Laurin does have something 
to say, He can over-rule our* 
decisions. However we have 
agreed on the basic policies." 

The committee Is to hold Its 
first organizational meeting 
Tuesday night. Smith and three 
volunteers are now preparing 
structural proposals, one of. 
which will be the creation of 
several sub-committees. 

"One will be a watch-dog 
sub-committee; it will keep in 
touch with political parties, 
students’ societies In other 
universities, newspapers and 
governments," said Smith. 

Two other sub-committees 
they are planning to establish 
-will deal with public relatloqs 
and logistics. 

In spite of the fact that a 
committee has been formed to 
examine the referendum Issue 
Smith does not think it ad- 
visable for Students’ Society to . 
take a stand In the debate. 

"Students must make up . 
their own minds," he said. 

According to Smith the four 
persons already on the com- 
mittee will try to be rational and 
objective although they define 
themselves as "federalists or 
leaning toward federalism.” 

Laurin Is aware of the “clear 
federalist tendancy" of the 
committee, however, he said, "I 



will' serve as a counterweight 
and intervene If the bias Is too 
evident." 

Smith Is hoping many 
students will work with the 
comn^tee and said he Is 
willing to accept help from all 
Interested students who agree 
"to fulfill the mandate of the 
committee to Inform people In a 
non-biased manner.” 



Three’s a crowd 

The selection of a chairman 
for the McGill referendum 
committee -was conducted on 
an Informal basis, said vp 
external Benoit Laurin. 

Laurin said he talked to two 
other persons before choosing 
Paul Smith late last week. 

- "Smith seemed the most 
Interested In the job and the 
most satisfactory person for 
It." 

The three persons that ex- 
pressed Interest In the job 
found out the position was 
available from an article In the 
student handbook. The article, 
written in French by Laurin, 
asked students interested In 
doing committee work to 
contact him. Usually such 
positions are filled through 
advertisements in the various 
campus media. 

When asked why he didn’t 
advertise for the position, 
Laurin said there was no rèason 
to. 

"Enough people expressed 
Interest in the job," he said.

Sometime last year an 
American born citizen Sami 
Esmall (of Palestinian ethnic 
origin) was arrested by the 
Israeli Police upon his arrival In 
Israel. He^had gone there to. 
visit his aged and ailing father. 
Mr. Esmall was denied the 
human right to see his dying 
father and was brutally tortured 
by the Israeli Police Into 
confessing that he belonged to 
the PLO or such other 
Palestinian Fedayeen groups. 
The sophistry employed .by 
some of the strident supporters 
of Israeli repression against 
civilian Arabs is too sickening 
even to repeat here. 

Another scandal recently 
exposed inside Israel Is the 
shameful move on the part of 
present Israeli Chief of Staff, 
Eyatan, in reducing the 
punishment awarded to an 
Israeli Army Officer for mur- 
dering (In cold blood) five 
unarmed Palestinian prisoners 
after the Israeli aggression 
.against Lebanon in 1978. This 
shameful act was covered up 
by the Israeli Military censors 
and the Western world Is hardly 
aware of these Israeli violations 
of basic human rights. In fact It 
is becoming Increasingly ob- 
vious (to those not Infected by 
ethnic myopia) that the State of 
Israel Is fast degenerating into 
a close copy of the Russian 
State.

Outlook, (July/Aug. 1979) the 
Israeli Ministry of Justice Is 
preparing a brave new "liberal” 
legislation which will deny the 
Bedouins of Israel the right to 
seek justice at the Israeli 
Supreme Court.

I understand that some 
members of the McGill com- 
munity are concerned that 
Penthouse will be sold at the 
Union, and wish to prevent that. 
No doubt they find Its content 
offensive (specifically, in- 
sulting to women).

However, simply finding a 
publication offensive is an 
Insufficient ground to Justify an 
act of attempted censorship.

Left-wingers will 
be offended by . right-wing 
publications,' and vice versa. 



Anti-gays will be offended by 
pro-gray publications, and vice 
versa. Supporters of Israel will 
be offended by pro-Arab 
material, and vice-versa. The 
list goes on. 

Libraries also contain much 
material that Is offensive. 
MacLennan Library no doubt 
has copies of Mein Kampf 
available to interested 
students, though It Is offensive 
to all civilized people. 

To ban Penthouse from the 
Union would be to cast one’s 
lot with the censors: with those 
who years ago pulled Catcher 
In the Rye off the bookshelves, 
in North America, or those who 
today remove 1984 and Animal 
Farm from a publishers’ book 
exhibit In the Soviet Union. It 
would demonstrate no un- 
derstanding of what a free 
society is all about. It Is true 
that students who wish to 
could purchase Penthouse 
elsewhere. Yet what Is 
distasteful Is that the flow of 
literature available to a 
university community might be 
controlled by pressure from 
one group of students. 

Perhaps a better way to fight 
sexism might be to increase the 
number of magazines of all 
kinds available In the Union, on 
a variety of topics. An alternate 
supply of quality magazines 
might make Penthouse far less 
attractive. Then more groups 
would have a change to of- 
fended, and we would all be 
better off.
